The Ferris wheel which was one 
of the main attractions to visitors 
on the midway during the World's 
Fair in 1893 and which was subse- 
quently removed to Lincoln Park, 
as sold at public auction Tues- 
day. A junk dealer bid the big 
wheel, and the sum paid for the 
gines, buildings, boilers, &c, 
is $1,800. The wheel cost origi- 
tty $362,000. Outstanding 
against it are bonds amounting to 
$300,000 and a floating debt of 
$100,000. 



TORNADO'S WORK. 



Extent of Appalling Disaster 
Hardly Yet Realized. 



Eight Hundred People Without 
Home or Sustenance, Their All 
Being Swept Away. 



Gainesville, Ga., June 2.— The aix 
thousand inhabitants of this city 
have to-night just begun to realize 
the extent of the appalling disaster 
of yesterday. It now seems certain 
that the death list will not be much 
abort ol one hundred; considering 
the number of dangerously wound- 
ed whose chances for recovery car.- 
not now be calculated. 

Figuriojr from all available 
sources and giving credence only 
to those reports which are believed 
to be trustworthy, the following ii 
a aummary of the effects of tb« 
tornado ir Gainesville and iti 
environs; 

One hundred killed, 150 injured, 
of whom probably 20 will die. 

Eight hundred homeless, their 
residences having been wiped out 
of existence 

Property loss of about half 
million dollars, none of which w 
covered by storm insurance. 

The entir. city will suspend i 
business during the- ne::t t..en! 
four hours and every uninjured 
person in the city with the excep- 
tion of the doctors and nurses, will 
assist in the- work of burial. The 
graves arc no* being made. There 
will be a hundred funerals here 
this afternoon and to-morrow.
